During  the  year  37  passengers  embanked  at  Fov/e^r,  82  for 
North  American  ports,  and  5 for  European  ports  . These  were  all 
medically  examined  before  sailing  , 

Two  stov/aways  v/ere  found  during  the  year  and  handed  over  to 
the  Police  Authorities  for  disposal  . 

Character  of  Trade  of  Port  . 


This  consists  ailmost  exclusively  in  the  shipment  of  china- 
clay  to  other  Ports,  both  at  home  and  abroad  , The  only  inport 
is  a small  amount  of  coal  for  use  in  the  locality  .

The  ships  using  the  Port  are  supplied,  as  requisite,  from 
the  mains  of  the  local  Borough  Council  . Frequent  routine 


bacteriological  tests  are  carried  out  in  order  to  ensure  that 
the  water  maintains  a high  standard  of  purity  . 

O.'/ing  to  the  very  dry  su amer  of  1949,  and  consequent  depletion 
of  the  locaJL  reserves,  it  v/as  not  alv/ays  possible  to  supply  the 
amounts  asked  for,  and  ships  had  to  complete  their  requirements 
elsewhere  . 

Port  Sanitary  Regulations  , 1933  & 1945  , 

On  arrival  the  first  persons  to  board  the  ships  are  the 
Officers  of  H.M. Customs  and  the  Bill  of  Health  is  scrutinised 
by  them  , Should  there  be  any  tiling  abnormal  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  is  at  once  informed  and  he  proceeds  to  investigate  the 
state  of  affairs,  subsequently  reporting  to  the  M.O.H. 

Berths,  for  quarantine  purposes,  both  inside  and  outside  the 
Harbour,  have  been  allotted  by  the  Harbour- Master,  should  need 
arise  . If  a case  of  infectious  disease  should  require  to  be 
landed,  it  has  been  arranged  with  the  County  Authorities  that 
such  should  be  admitted  to  one  of  the  Isolation  Hospitals  under 
their  control  and  ah  Ambulance  can  be  obtained  at  short  notice  . 

There  have  been  no  caaes  of  infectious  disease  arising  within 


the  Port  area  during  the  year 
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Measures  against  Rodents  . 

1) , On  board  ship.  By  funigation  and  other  appropriate 
methods  13  black  and  4 brov/n  have  been  destroyed  . 

3)  . On  shore  , By  trapping  and  banting  16  brov/n  rats  r/ere 
accounted  for  . On  the  Jetties  at  Rov;ey  poison  baits  v/ere 

periodically  laid  and  British  Railv/ays  are  responsible  for  rat 
destruction  on  their  ov.n  property  . 

Deratisation  Certificates  . 

There  were  no  Deratisation  Certificates  asked  for  during  the 
year  , Deratisation  Exemption  Certificates  to  the  number  of 
56  were  issued  .
